The law -makes it a penalty for a 
person to hunt anywhere in the state 
except in the tow nship where he resides 
without first procuring a license gr ant­ 
ing that privilege.

M oroccan Incident. 
Paris. April 4.—The Morocco inci­ 
dent is daily making a deeper im pres­ 
sion and while calm ness continues to 
prevail, there is a growing sense of 
tile rudeness of the shock which Em ­ 
peror William’s visit to Tangler and 
his declarations give to French policy. 
However, lur the present it is evident 
that the purpose is to adopt a passive 
attitude and awalt the development of 
events. 
This was shown by a confer­ 
ence at the foreign office between For­ 
eign 
Minister Delcasse and several 
deputies who wished to question him 
in the chamber concerning Morocco. 
The foreign m inister asked for an ad­ 
journm ent of the questions, saying 
there was nothing to add to what he 
had already stated in the senate. 
Ac­ 
cordingly the questions were indefi­ 
nitely postponed. The Tem ps says the 
authoritative version of Em peror W il­ 
liam ’s rem arks at Tangier makes it 
useless to deny the disobliging char­ 
acter of such words which “constitute 
almost the maxi mu in short of openly 
quarreling with France that William 
ll. could attem pt in order to be dis­ 
agreeable." 
However, the general tone of the 
press is singularly free from belliger­ 
ent or menacing talk. 


Fair N otice to France. 
London, April 4.— The correspondent 
at Tangler of the Times asserts that 
the correct version of Emperor W il­ 
liam ’s conversation with representa­ 
tives of the sultan of Morocco is as 
follows: 
“The em peror declared that 
he had come expressly to Tangler to 
assert that he would maintain the ab­ 
solute equality of German economic 
and commercial rights and that he 
would not allow' any power to obtain 
preferential advantages. 
The sultan 
he said was the free sovereign of a 
free country, and Germany would in­ 
sist on always carrying on her affairs 
direct with him, and would never al­ 
low’ any power to act as an interm e­ 
diary. 
The present was an unsuitable 
tim e to introduce reform s on European 
lines, and all reforms should be found­ 
ed on islamic 
laws and traditions.
